RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


Is not this the fast that I have chosen? to loose the bands of 
wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let the oppressed 
go free .. . Is it not to deal thy bread to the hungry . . . when 
thou seest the naked that thou cover him? (Isaiah 58:6, 7) 


Convinced that world relief in all it aspects is an obligation 
belonging expressly to the Churches, believing too that this re- 
lief must be administered on the basis of need and not sect, the 
Churches have banded together in Church Wor'd Service, a coop- 
erative effort to raise funds and. to send help to the places of great- 
est need. Episcopal Churchmen take part in this coope-ative pro- 
ject through their contributions to the Presiding Bishop’s Fund 
for World Relief. Church World Service administers re'icf through 
two agencies: The World Council of Churches in Europe and the 
National Christian Councils in Asia, Episcopal contributions in 
1946 amounted to $825,000, money that is now at work helping to 
relieve the suffering in war-ravaged countries, But a tremendous 
and desperate need still remains. To help meet this continuing 
need the Church is raising $1,000,000 during each of the next 
three years - 1947, 1948, 1949. 


As our Presiding Bishop writes: “The importance of this Fund 
cannot be over-emphasized. Millions of people are in desperate 
need. Here is an opportunity to meet in part this tragic situation 
in the name of Christ and the Church. The authority for this ap- 
peal rests upon the unanimous action of General Convention. But 
there is a greater authority: the example and words of the Master. 
As the First Epistle of St. John declares: But whoso has this 
world’s good, and seeth his brother have need, and shutteth up has 
bowels of compassion from him, how dwelleth the love of God in 
him? Here is an appeal to heart and conscience, This is Christi- 
anity in practice.” 


You have received a letter outlining the plans that our Parish 
Committe has laid down for the raising of our share of this fund. 
I can think of no better way in which to keep Lent this year than 
by taking part in this effort to let the oppressed go free, to deal 
our bread to the hungry and to cover the naked. It is a big under- 
taking, but if each and every one of us docs our bit it is easily 
within our potentialities, and I earnestly beg your fullest coopera- 
tion.

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


As we come to the last stage of our Lenten observance and 
enter Holy Week, it is well to check over what Lent has meant, 
what it should mean to us, and what we have gained from this 
Lent. As we keep Holy Week it should be in all our minds that we 
cannot plumb the depths of the meaning of this season for our- 
selves or for our world with any easy or surface type of thinking. 
_ For Good! Friday: and Easter ave more than the memorials of his- 
torical events that happened 1918 years ago. The Crucifixion and 
Resurrection are not merely isolated events in the stream. of his- 
tory. They are not only the turning point in history, but the rev- 
elation, the flashlight, if you will, showing once for all the way 
growth comes into this world, the way in which God, slowly but 
surely brings in the completion of mankind, the supreme example 
of the law under which we all live, that no advancement for man- 
kind is won without its price. Except a seed fall into the ground 
and die, it cannot bear fruit. Except a life lose itself it cannot ac- 
complish the purpose for which it was brought into the world. Ex- 
cept you and I are willing to go out from thei safety and comfort 
of our ordinary life and willingly give ourselves for the sake of 
some one else, we will never accomplish that which God has! hoped 
from us. There can be no Faster without its Good Friday, and the 
value of the Easter is in exact proportion to the cost; of the Good 
Friday. 


It is easy to keep Holy Week as a sort of emotional bath, as 
people go to the movies for a “good cry”. Such an observance may 
have its value. But unless our watchings of the great events of 
this final week of our Lord’s earthly life issue into an act of re- 
dedication of ourselves, our souls and bodies, to Him and to His 
service, so that on Easter Day, we stand ready) and willing to 
fare forth with Him on many errands that will bring closer His 
Kingdom, our Lent and Holy Week have largely been in vain.

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


Someone has written: “No lingering loyalty to a dim Saviour 
will nerve men to accomplish His commands. ‘Jesus is nowhere,’ 
said the unbeliever. Bisect that last word and you have the truth. 
Jesus is INOW HERE, That is Christianity. The perfume of Hs 
life is not diminishing, like that of some flower plucked to bloom 
no more. His words are no mere echoes from, an undiscovered 
grave, on which the Syrian stars look sadly down. His active liv- 
ing presence is not withdrawn into a state where all things are for- 
gotten. He broke from Death; and His immortal hands, which 
thrust Death’s doors aside, did not bleed vainly. Henceforth, age 
after age, He can be witnessed, winning the world despite dark 
periods. The potency of light is in His counsel. He is among us, 
judging and redeeming . . . Where love is there is Christ, the 
actual Person, Who suffered and still suffers for our sins.” 


(Perhaps we are now in one of these “dark periods.” During 
the war the Easter promise may have seemed ironical when Death 
so obviously reigned, but now, though the hostilities have long 
since ceased and the guns no longer roar, the dislocations caused 
by the war still plague us on every side. Famine still stalks the 
earth hand in hand with her sister, Pestilence, statesmen wranele 
over the terms of peace, and the promises often seem further 
off tham ever. Perhaps it is because Easter is not “highlighted” as 
it was in wartime and we are still not over the strains of war, that 
Easter comes this year with less of a lift. But it is such “dark per- 
iods” that the Christian more confidently than ever proclaims 
“Christ is risen.” The problems of our day are basically theolog- 
ical, questions of belief of what the world is all about. They will 
not find a satisfactory answer, until that answer is made on the 
basis of the Christian understanding of what man is and what his 
relation to God is, that find; its fullest expression in the Easter 
story. God so loved the world that He gave His Son to suffer and 
die, that through suffering and death, mankind might be raised 
to the final victory, even as He was raised. That victory comes 
through slow stages, but Christ still suffers and reigns, and so 
we hail Him King. “If ye then be risen with Christ seek those 
things which are above.” That is the promise and the challenge of 
Easter. 


May it bring each of us this year great joy and} fulfillment in

A year ago she 
asked to be released from her duties, but was persuaded to remain 
as superintendent for another year, and it is with great regret and 
yet gratitude for her splendid performance that her resignation 
has been accepted for the end of this academic year. Hers has 
been a major contribution to the life of the Parish, for which it 
will always be grateful. 

The Vestry is pleased to announce that Mics Ann Adams has 
accepted the position of Director of Religious Education, starting 
in September. 


MATERIAL AID 

The situation in Europe is much worse this year than last, ac- 
cording to M. R. Zigler, a C.W.S. observer. He tells of seeing men 
in Cologne clad in thin suits on a cold night, walking with their 
heads down into the wind and snow. When he asked why they 
walked so interminably, someone answered: “They have to. They 
have nowhere to go, and if they stop to rest, they freeze.” Fami- 
lies who have one strong and one weak child will give preference 
to the former in the hope that one at least will survive. 

Towns of two to three hundred people have had to support 
from their meagre resources as many as 500 newcomers, These ex- 
pellees come by box- and cattle-car jammed in like animals, with 
no heat. When one train arrived, twenty-three people had frozen 
to death and thirteen had to have frozen legs amputated.

The 163rd Annual Convention of the Diocese will meet at 5 
o'clock on Monday May 5th at HolyTrinity, At the service at 8:00 
P. M. to which the public is cordially invited, the Bishops will 
make their annual addresses and will present several matters of vi- 
tal importance to the development of the life of the Parish. Bis- 
hop Hart has written the rector expressing the hope that at 
least all vestrymen and officers of all Parish organizations will be 
present as it will be helpful if our delegates who have to vote on 
the questions could have the advice of their vestry and other off- 
icers of the Parish. The three chief matters of concern are the re- 
port of the Committee on the Administration of the Diocese which 
is recommending a considerable change in the Diocesan set-up; 
the report of the Committee appointed to make a survey of Dio- 
cesan institutions and the department of Christian Social Rela- 
tions which will recommend a considerable increase in thie Dioces- 
an budget; and a report on the Episcopal Hospital.

WOMAN’S AUXILIARY ANNUAL REPORT - 1947 


The Woman’s Auxiliary has met every 'Thursday throughout 
the year except during September and! the Christmas holidays. 

Last summer we made 40 articles of clothing for Material 
Aid and sent them to New Windsor. This winter, 126 articles 
were sent to the Church House for the Episcopal Hospital, Six- 
teen sweaters were also made and sent to the Church House. The 
surgical committee under Mrs. Button made over 2000 4x4 surgi- 
cal dressings which were sent to the Shingle Memorial Hospital, 
Hawaii. In addition we made 24 articles for the Bazaar. 

In October there was a Book Review at the residence of Mrs. 
W. Griffin Gribbel to raise money toward the $1,000 Bishop Hart 
asked the Diocesan Committee to give him this year to help raise 
the salaries of the missionaries in this Diocese. We raised $126.20 
which was sent to the Diocesan Committee. 

On February 13th, Mr. Snowden spoke on India and showed 
moving pictures. On February 27th, the Rev. Mr. Nobes spoke on 
the Philippines; and in March Mr, Bache-Wiig spoke on the 
Church and World) Order. 

During the year, 620 persons have attended our meetings on 
Thursdays, averaging a little more than 21 persons a week. 

The next regular meeting will be in September, but mean- 
while, beginning July 10th, we will meet informally during July 
and August to sew for the Episcopal Hospital. The Supply Bureau 
will send us articles to make. I hope those at home will come.

N. B. Give us your old handbag full of bobby pins, buttons, 
needles, thread and other small but definitely practical articles. 

The Church School children are bringing toys, notions, and 
other miscellaneous articles to fill Christmas bags which they have 
made out of turkish towels. This is a chance for parents to co- 
operate with the Church School by helping their children to re- 
member the articles they have promised and if so moved to sup- 
plement the new gift wih an old doll or other small toy in good 
condition. 


RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


In some ways it would be nice if a Church could funct.on 
without finances, but it is bound by the same laws that affect every 
other institution, so on Sunday afternoon, November 9th, your 
door bell will be rung by a fellow memper of St. Martin's, who 
will come to receive your pledge for the support of our Parish 
and of our Church during the coming year. Your pledge card’ will 
be mailed to you the week before with a folder telling of our 
accomplishments this past year and our hopes and budget for 
next year. We are faced with a greatly increased budget for 
1948. Rising prices account for part of the increase. Greater use 
of our plant means more oil, more light, more wear and tear. Tihe 
tremendous growth of the Church School this fall has shown 
the wisdom of adding a Director of Religious Educat’on to our 
Staff. And all of our increased activity has rendered necessary a 
large program of improvement and rehabilitation of our plant. 
These all add up to an increase of some $5,000 above our 1947 
budget. 


On the “Red Side”, our pledges for the support of the Dio- 
cese and National Church, our “proportionate share” of the Dio- 
cesan and National Budget remains the same as last year. But it 
ig a large amount and one we can maintain only when each of us 
realizes that the “red side” of the card is just as important as 
the “black side”, and equally our responsibility. 


There is a hesitation sometimes in speaking of money in con- 
nection with things of the Church, though that doesn’t stop what 
often seems like a perpetual stream of appeals. But there is this 
to be said. What we do with our money, over and above what is 
needed to feed, clothe and shelter our families, is a moral and spir- 
itual matter, and is an indication of what we consider important 
in life. Our pledge for the support of our branch of Christs 
Church is an indication and token of how much we value it and 
of our allegiance and loyalty to that Church’s Master. It is not 
merely a “donation” or an extra, It is part of our duty as mem- 
bers of Christ’s Church. 


The response to our Every Member Canvas; has been most 
gratifying in the two previous years of my rectorship, for which 
I am most humbly grateful. I know that the parish will continue 
the excellent record that it has made.

Last week in my “Message” I made the siatment that the 
pledges on the “red side” of the pledge cards, that is for the work 
of our Diocese and National Church, are as much a part of the 
responsibility of each of us as those on the “black side”.

I recommend 
its study in order to get a realization of the variety and the scop 
of the work that is carried on by the Diocese thanks to the sup.

But I believe that a word of warning is needed to go wi 
it. We can well be proud ‘that “Pennsylvania Leads the Church’ 
and we can go farther and be proud that St. Martin’s is one 
the leading parishes in the Diocese in all three campaigns, but 
do not believe that is any cause for seli-~satisfaction or conten 
ment with our past record. We must still do better. With t 
world in its present state, with famine and misery stalking o 
most of the world’s surface, and the need for Christian lea 
ship more desperate than it has ever been, it would hardly see 
that this is an appropiiate time for “a breather”, nor for “sitting 
back in our corner and saying ‘what a good boy am PP . 


I know well the number and, the insistence of the appeals — 
with which all of us are constantly being bombarded. It ‘is of much 
concern to me that our Every Member Canvass conflicts with the 
Community Chest Red Feather Campaign, to which every one of — 
us owes generous support. But I also know well that St. Martin's — 
as always is able and willing to do its full share and more, in both. —

In the; late 30’s it fell below 4c 
in the 40's it has averaged below 3c. Let us hope that the Epis 
pal Church does not Have to wait for the next depression to ob 
a justifiable income from: its communicants.” i

Secondly, may I plead for your continued generosity in the 
Thanksgiving Offering for the Episcopal Hospital, and your care-- 
ful study of the enclosed pamphlets. I am afraid that many of us 
do not realize what an outstanding piece of work Chaplain Morris 
is doing at the Hospital, work that has won him national recog- 
nition in the field of the ministry to the sick. ‘Thanks to his efforts 
the Chaplaincy is considered an integral pait of the Hospital and 
of the budget, as much as surgery or any other service - a situa- 
tion that is almost unique in American Hospitals. Your offering, 
in part, goes to the continuation and expans.on of his ministry. 


Thirdly, I must remind you that St. Martin’s is called upon 
this year to raise between $7,000 and $8,000 for the Presiding Bish- 
hop’s Fund for World Relief — the million dollars that our 
Church has promised the united effort of Protestant Churches, 
Church World Service a name that is winning for itself in Eu- 
rope an equal standing with: “Quaker” after the last World War. 


I hope that by Christmas, we can have made a substantial 
start toward the attainment of our quota. Think if you will in 
terms of a guest at your Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners, of 
giving whatsyou do not have to spend on your meatless and poul- 
tryless days, or of some other form of a regular, continued giving, 
at least between now and Christmas, of sharing our abundance 
with our brethren who have less than a bare existence. There 
will be various “events” in addition, planned by our Fund Com- 
mittee during the winter, but it îs only by a continual stream of 
gifts, small and great, that we can achieve our end. I know the per- 
petual stream of appeals with which all of us are deluged, but I 
urge that all of us channel our gifts for overseas relief through 
the Presiding Bishop’s Fund and Church World Service. Incident- 
ally Mr. Graham Hodges told us on Armistice night that C.W. 
has supplied many carloads of wheat for the Friendship Train, 
purchased at the granaries. 


Someone has said there are three ways of meeting a situation 
like this: ”I should but I won’t;” “Should but I can’t”; “I can’t 
but I must.” As Christians, the third is our only possibility, and 
by God’s Grace, we can turn the “must” into, accomplishment,
